The Oovcriiiiieiif Dctt'riiiined to 
Enforce llie Law. 

New York, Dec. 7. — 'I'ho Tribinie'e 
London cable special of Uecombiir Gih 
aaya: An important ineutiug of the 
exeoutive comraitteo of the liberal union- 
Uts wWheld fo-day'to arrange for the 
public meeting to be held to-morroiff arTd 
to take measures fur mnintiiniiifr thoir 
organization. A atrnnf; Icitur from John 
Bright was read, insiating that the defeat 
of all and any mea8ure.i looking towards 
Gladat )no'8 Irish policy inuat bo the prime 
object of all liberal-uniouists, and that on 
^fiu baala-coaM'tKe liberal-party be recon- 
aftucted save on the basis of loyalty to 
the imperial union. A cominunicution 
from Chamberlain, who ia atill on tho 
continent, anggeatud that the aepuratist 
liberals should be challenged to defend 
their position in a conference, and some 
aaoh nteasare may be proposed by Dixon, 
of Birmingham. f >. 

Some prominent members of the 
liberiil-union p;irty ducliiiud to uttpnd the 
meeting on tho ground th;it uiitil tlio 
definite surrender of GladslDiiu'o wiug 
they preferred- to atand outside ihc liberal 
line as independents, ready to support 
the conservative government in ■ takiiii,' 
the most extreme measures which may bo 
neceaaiiry to secure the complete triumph 
of law and order in Irulrtiifl. floschen 
has prepared a atroni,' speech, in which ho 
will declare the homo rulo movument to 
be neither political nor national, but an

Prof. Hinds 
sarcasically refers to "His Lordship's 
rigorou.'ily severe condemnation of 
thoiie who withheld information re- 
specting the sins of others, no matter 
how charitable the motivt;, which sin, 
if known, might affect a church insti 
tution," and demands an early meet- 
ing of the governors of King's College, 
at which tlie venerable, Molropolitau of 
Canada shall be present, to deal 
with the scandal.

TEE LIBERAL UNIONISTS. 

A great conferenco of liberal unioniats 
waB held in London on the 7th instant. 
The Marquia of HarbinKton acted as chair- 
man. Among the dietinguishud persuna 
present wore the Earla of Dorby and 
Northbrook, Baron Rothschild, Mr. Qoo. 
J. Goechon, ex-Attorney-Goiieral Jutnos, 
and numerous nubloinen. Letters of re- 
gret wore road from Lord Tonnyaou, the 
' I>uke of Argylo, and John Bright. lu hie 
letter John Bright said: "I do not attend 
booauae I might asy aomething which 
would give pain. I fear to speak, or even 
to write, reapoctiiig Mr. Gliidstono's 
. cause, which natonislios and greatly pains 
me, especially his speech to the Irish 
depukiition which Utely called upon him. 
It seema that' Mr. Gladstone has gone so 
far in his wrong oourae that there is no 
hope of hia return. I deplore and con- 
demn such action, and if present might 
say something which would widen the 
breach. Mr. Gladatone'a Irish allies are 
driving matters to extremity, and yet no 
word comaa frona Mr. Parnell or Mr. 
Gladitone to reatrain them." Mr. Cham- 
•^' berlain wrote: "There is- no hope of re- 
uniting the liberal party unless Mr. 
Gladstone's scheme of Irish government 
is abandoned . " Lord Hnrtiiigton, in his 
address to the convention, said the 
policy which Mr. flladat )no advoc.ited 
was directly opposed to the opiniuiis 
of the entire . liberal party. The liberal 
nniouiBtsJver^ true espononts ot liberal 
principle jw'w^re the majority who followed 
Mr. Gladstone,' and in, maintaining the 
snpremacy of ^e iiitperiisl parliament they 
were better representalives of those princi- 
ples. Their association was formed, Lord 
Hnrtiugton continued, to prcHervo tbo 
oharacter of its nienibers an uuiouist liberalu 
and by organization they had achieved a 
BilccesB which would be iuipraclicable otlier- 
wiso, and had only beou achieved after 
ortiauiufttiou by tho fonuution of an alliiiuco 
with tbo conservatives, Siege would bo 
laid to tbo GladHtone position, which had 
not been taken by storm, and the liberal 
uniouistM would have to work until either 
they, were defeated or they had gained a 
morddeoisiv^ 'vic'torjr< The time had not 
yet arrived when a bne of action in parlia- 
ment would bo laid down. Tho liberal 
'■unionistH must depend upon the action of 
the govornmeut. The speaker believed 
there would bo found no difliculty on tbo 
main point — tho niaiuteiiauce of the uuiou. 
The present coufcronco would prove to 
liberal uniouiHts everywhere that they were 
acting with the full support of liberal opin- 
ion in tbo parly. Mr. Gladstone, Sir Wm. 
Vernon Ilarcoiirt, and Mr.' John Morley 
based their Bpeaohes iipon- the granting 
to Ireland aai vezeoiitiye .goTprnment. 
Bdt ' tKese"' speeoheB ' all' Ignored tbe 
arguments of tbe liberal unionists 
against such a policy. Mr. Gladttoiie 
BBsuaiod that the goverumont were com- 
peting with hmi in his schema for Ito- 
land, but the government were opposed to 
anything of the kind. The removal of 
the present government would result in 
the election of Mr: Qlads^ijre.fwhq^WipuId 
settle the Irish quealion in hii own way. 
We must always ramember this — when 
questions arise which might result in dis- 
placing the government the liberal union- 
ists are interested in subtaining the gov- 
ernment. Questions had arisen which 
. gave the conservatives a common interest 
with a section of the liberals, and would 
force them to adopt some reforms, It 
was necessary to maintiin the union be- 
tween the govoriinieiit. and the liberal 
unionists. The question of municipal re- 
form, for instance, was one which the 
unionists should give the government an 
opportunity to consider. Referring to 
the situation in Ireland, Lord Hartington 
said tho present anti-rent agitation was 
not spontaneous. It has, he maintained, 
been created for pulitical purposes, and 
was simply anarchy. If speeches like 
John Dillon's were not checked tbe result 
must be the subveriion of every principle 
of liberty in Irehiiid. "Wo are told," 
said ttio spoaker, "that tiio Eiij^liah 
democracy will not Htaiid these evictions; 
but I think the Euglinh democracy will 
ask who is responsible for them." "Mr. 
Gladstone/'added Li)rd Hartington, "may 
control John Dillon, but Mr 
Gladstone can'speak the one' word which 
will dissolve the alliance between the 
agitiUurs of Dillon's class and the liberal 
party. Tho Engliuh people are awaiting 
that Word, which, if delayed, will sericiualy 
eudaijger the goud name of the liberal 
party." The Earl of Selborne moved 
that the conference affirm its deterniina- 
tion to make every effort to uphold the 
union. The resolution was adopted by 
acclamation. The Duke of 'VuEimiiiater 
moved, etii'd Mr. Heneage seconded, a 
resolution to establiih liberal-unionist as- 
aociations everywhere throughout Great 
Britain. Thero were 400 guests at the 
uniunitit baiujuet -Mr. Goschen, in a 
speech, said they would bo untrue to 
themselvea if thoy failed to realize that 
their leader was in power though not in 
office. They were asked to join Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Parnell in a policy of 
connivance at revolutionary, measures 
and to uiaintaiii silence in the face of a 
plan of pUmdur. The centre of dia- 
cuBsiun had now shifted from the national 
to tho agrarian (jueation. Were they pre- 
pared to follow Mr. Gladstone iu such a 
cause? Ue (Mr. Goachen) believed that 
if the home rule bill had been pasted, 
confiscation would have followed on the 
lines advocated by Mes'sri, Dillon and 
O'Brien. Loid Hartington spoke iu a 
similar strain.

Hartney vs. Shoswap Milling Company 
— The plaintiff herein obtained a verdict 
before a jury at New Westminster iu 
July last for glOOS without costs. 

Mr. Bole moved for an order to sol 
aiido the verdict nnd for u rule calling on 
plaintiffs to show cause why the judgment 
should not bo entered for dofoudaut or a 
new trial granted. ' 

Mr. Bole proceeded to aay that tho 
action was for $'20,000, hut ut the trial it 
fell away to §3803, and finally it was ro- 
duced to about $900, in respect of which 
the jury gave a verdict of $1003; that 
aeven days were taken up in trying a case 
six days whereof were devoted not to aa- 
certaining whether tho defendants owed 
Hartney any money or not. Far from it, 
Tho jury were investigating whether the 
mill was liberal in their general dealings 
with loggers or not and as a result of such 
enquiry tho jury tined the company §1.008, 
It was a matter of common remark that 
the plaintiff was sure of a favorable find- 
ing, and the hostility exhibited by the 
jury towards the defendants was painful 
in tho extreme . A prudent man who 
has a good caso wants it tried before a 
judge. A prudent man with a bad case 
wants it tried before a jury, and Mr. 
Hartney was the prudent man with a bad 
case. It was he who summoned.the jury 
and they justified ' hia " cohQdence. 
If ' there were a few more exhibitions like 
this oase every senaible man would be iu 
favor of doing away with juries in civil 
cases. The iBsues that finally went to tlio 
jury were: Extra fi[pi>nsp ou rafl, itleigli 
crooks, liooni stickB, towage. 'I'lio learned 
coiuisul proceeded to show tliat in all Iboso 
matters tho weight of evidoiico was against 
Hartney, oven taking his own witiiuKSOH. 
Ho pointed out that llaitney's stnry stood 
alone; lie was tho man of truth, all othorn 
were liors. Especially did Hartney fail in 
respect of his explanation of the fact that 
tbo towage accouut \ya» furnished on let 
October, '81, and ho made no demnr^ 
Finding Mr.Kobson, Mr. Mnra'solerk, was 
not iu oourt, he tramped up the story that 
be paid the acoonnt under protest and mada 
a pencil note of tho protcHt on tho account 
in Mr. Kobaou's presence, but ho forgot 
tho o.xiatenoa of telegraphs and railways 
when ho counted ou llobson'.-i absence, and 
iifcit luorniup hu felt somewhat astonished 
and confused wkou liobson walked 
into tbo court, and in tho conrso of 
his evidence sworo that IJartuoy's whole 
story about tko protest was a tisuo ol de- 
liberate falsehoods. Mr. Mara's evidence 
and Mr. Molutoah's evidouco wore also 
clear on this poiu^ and even his owu -^il- 
nesB, Si>llivaii,« ooBttadict'ed Minii The 
learned oounBel reviewed all the evidence 
very fully, and at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress court granted order sought, Kiilo to 
be argued ou tho 17tL of January next.

I'opo staled that tho average attend- 
ance for tho last term was tl to each teach- 
er. Not one case of truency, expulsion or 
suspension bad been reported, which was 
very gratifying indeed, Ho had groat 
pleasure in pronouucing Miss Isabella Cath- 
cart'liead'bf the school. 

Hon. Mr. Bobson said he had learned 
from the snperiutendent facts which demon- 
strated the high standing of the ednqational 
system in vogue in British Columbia. The 
standing of the pupils was higher this year 
than formerly. Ho wi.\ild not dwell upon 
ttio great imi)ortanco of punctuality and 
regularitj', as ho thought the girls were; 
now old enough to realize their ini|iortance. 
If they would only practice tlioso virtues at 
school it w-iuld bjconui natuial in 
time for them to ho punctual 
and regular iu all thiugs and at 
all times. They were now laying the 
foundation of their lives. If groat care 
is important in laying tho foundation of 
a house how much inoro ini[)ortant it is 
iu' laying the foundation of au education, 
lie thought it was also necessary to lay a 
good foundation of character. Their 
futuio characters would cumo from what 
they did now. Charaotei: was formed 
drop by drop like nn icicle. Their 
thoughts and action.s go to build up 
character, and they should let no stain 
mar it. Ho urged upon them tho neces- 
sity of paying strict attention to their 
lessons. He was glai^ to htfar that their 
behavior had so far been excidlent at 
acloiol. Hut ho wished ti warn them 
aliout llieir conduct out of scliool. lie 
had novor .seen or heard coin])laint,s about 
them; but what lie wished to lull them 
was tliut the eyes of the public were con- 
tinually upon tbem, and if- they should 
misbehave themsolves it would not only 
go ag.iiiisl them, but the seliHMlsund their 
leachers. Ati. like hulios and goiitloinen 
at homo and abroad, and you will always 
bo respected and liked. ' Exercise a 
thoroughly unselfish spirit and you will 
bring happiness wherever you go. He 
referred to his school days when it was 
not common to sre girls standing besidu 
tlio boys and learning all tlio branches. 
But now a reviilutioii had taken iil.-ico, 
and women wore holding iis high positions 
AS men. Ho was greatly pleuHotI to know 
that tho girls this term had passed 
into the high school with as much if Dot 
mure credit than the boys. Ihlhitfiioh^rs 
had a great re.Hponsihility on their shoul- 
ders, and ho hoped they would go on as 
thoy had begun; then all would bo well. 
They were inatruipental in training the 
obfVtiiQtors of those under their charge. 
Mr. Kubson then ruferrsd in a compli- 
inentary way to Mp. Pope, wh0| he 
said, deserved the highest ineed^bf piaise. 
'J'hiit gentleman had worked in the inter- 
est of tho schools, and the people of Vic- 
toria had tho advantage of his being with 
them nearly all tho time, (Applause ) 

Ohairman Higgins said thut the work 
of thp trustees during tho last half-year 
liad boon comparatively liijht. Tho teach- 
orii had worked in harmony and there had 
been but one well -grounded complaint 
against a pupil. '\']\'\», ho thought his 
hearers would say, w.is an (■xuellent ro- 
oord — ope that could ha-rdly bo iiuprovo'i. 
On loo)ciog about the room be missed a 



familiar face— that of the venerable Dr. 
Tolmie.one of the first and truest friendsof 
free education in the province. Twenty- 
one years ago he (Mr. Higgins) bad sat 
■with Dr. Tolmio iu tho first board of educa- 
tionfonned in a British Pacific country; 
and ho wished now to bear testimony to 
the zeal and sincerity which tho aged gen- 
tleman who was laid away to rest ou Siiu- 
dny last, had always showu in tho cause. 
(Applause.) The minister of eduoatiou 
had spoken of the moral training of soholara 
oud tho chairman said ho wished to say 
3omothing~of their physioal training. He 
saw that many sohooi giils stooped from 
their ahonldera instead of standing erect. 
Thiu wna a great fault. It marred a lino 
figure bosidos being iujurions to the health. 
Parents and teachers Bbould bo always re- 
tniudiug tho girls that crooked backs — even 
if fashionable (laughter)— were ugly ami 
repulsive. If tho fault to which ho re - 
ferred was au infirmity, he would not rofor 
to it; but it was a bad habit and should be 
corrected. He eujoiued the girls to beware 
of the sin of seljishnesB and after relating a 
story of a seltish young man whom he mot 
iu California, advised his bearers in tho 
language of Longfellow, to 
"Count timt day \onl wlio^u low dcsccndini; sun 
Sees from your liand no iiohle action dooo." 

Mr . Higgins next paid a warm tribute to 
the govornmont, the snporiuteudeut of 

education and tho teachers who had 
Btroiigtheued the hands of tho trustees and 
made their work easy. The true teaobor.tho 
succcsaiul educator, the really great master, 
wua Olio who stimulated the ambition of liis 
scholars, and with ready liiot and hidpful 
sympathy awakened and devolopod all that 
wan best and brightest iu their natures. 
To tho teaching staff of the city ho would 
apply tho words ol Hliakespi-are : 

"I pralMe (Ji)d for you, aiuls.^ nciy ni}' iRrisliionoriJ, 
fur tlieir eons havu been well tutureU lir yuu and 
tlieir ihuiKlitcra have proDted. .very Kceatly under 
you. You are gotd ueaibeni ortbe ooinuionwealth." 

(Applausf.) 

A'eu. Archdeacon Scrivon congratulated 
ths teiichors, children and luirenis on the 
result of the examinations, whiidi was iu- 
ilecd tlattering. Miss Arnistrong had kind- 
ly invited him to ciuue and ask a few (pies - 
tious, but Uo was now glad that he had not 
done so, as tho (piestious when put to tho 
young ladies were so readily answered that 
he would . Boon have got beyond 
his depth and the girls wonld have turned 
around and found out how little he 
knew (laughter.) He tidd them that 
tlieir educiitioii did not oiul when thoy 
left school; that they must keep up tlui 
study of something they had learneil 
when at sohooi. In years to come, if 
asked what occupation thoy liked best, 
they would bo able to say, study. Uo 
said that obedience was u great thing, 
and hoped that thoy would rot fortiot to 
be BO and think that because thoy had 
left school there was no need of such a 
thing. The good habits .they were now 
ac<|uiring at school must never bo set 
aside. (.Applause.) 

Hev. D. Frasor said the genllomon who 
had preceded him had said all that he 
could wish to say. Ho was glad 
to sea that they wero endeavor- 
ing to impress a good moral standing int > 
the schools. Purity in women, Mr. Fra- 
aer thought, was the' greEkt'eet esaential. 
Ho exhcjrted them to maintain purity of 
niHiiner and language. That ought to hv 
one of the hrst aims in the lives of girla 
He advi.sea them regarding the literature 
they road, as many books of t'l-day con- 
tained ideas which, if infused into tho 
minds of youpg people, would be diaaa- 
trous to their morala. ' They should select 
their company and always choose wisely 
The reverend gentleman thou denounced 
slang. Every lady should avoid that 
mode of speaking. Mr. Higgins 
tho other day had referred to 
the drawling manner which aome 
British Columbia children affeot. They 
should try to avoid all eccentricities of 
siMioch and try to obt-iin a pure English 
standard of speech. (.\p[jlauao.) 

Trustee Milno was very much pleased 
with what he had aeen and heard during 
tho exercises. One matter Mr. Higgins 
had forgotten in hia address was to tell 
them that he had lately been^ east, .«;here 
he had addressed 1,200 , ohtldroh. assem- 
bled. He (Dr. Milne) bould safely say 
tiiat .Mr Higgins had not seen as nice or 
neai-lo(lang assemblage of young ladie.s 
ai wero present to-day. (.\ piilause. ) 
[.Mr. Uiggins — -That laa f.iot ] i'ho doctor 
then gave the young people soiuu advice 
upc;ii their behavior in the future, and 
complimented them warmly on the suc- 
cess they had ait lined. 

Truht'.ie Ueisterinan said ho had had 
great pleasure in w.itcliiiig the calisthenics 
exercise. He thouglit that; tho luind aa 
well aa tho body was improved thereby. 
Tho trustee spoke of the cramped con- 
dition (jf tho room, and said ho would try 
ids boat to get ine government to make 
more rooms. 

The meeting dissolved after singing tho

The Chinese procuress Ah Mooy and 
the two little girls found in her house are 
again in the gaol, pending aome action 
relative to aaviug the children from the 
life they are compelled to lead. It haa 
been ascertained that theso two Chinese 
girls. Ah Koo and San Geo, are register- 
ed at the custom house aa 10 and 13iyears 
of ago and ' ^^"^ 

AUE OWNED BY AU MOBY. 

The way to take the children away from 
the old woman appears simple. The 
character of tho house has been proven, 
the keeper has been identified as Ah 
Muay, the children were found there with 
hor, which proves that the woman is not 
a fit guardian for them. Now tho (jues- 
tlon arises, who can bo found to take tho 
respousibility. If a guardian can bo ap- 
pointed by the court or a homo eatablish- 
od by charitably disjiosed persons it puts 
a stop to a tratlic which should ncjt bo 
tolerated In an oulightuiicd ooiumunity 
like this. Theie. children are alavea in the 
worst sense of the wo'rd, and that auoh 
slavery can go on' unmolested is hojund 
comprehension. 

The methods of buyir.g girls in China 
for export has many varied iihases, but 
tho usual plan is to purchase thoiu fur a 
specific aum when they are very young 
from poor women. In this case a regular, 
bill of sale is drawn up in which it is 
stated that tho mother being too poor to 
bring up the child, roliiKiuishes all claims 
to the iiurchaser for lifu and tho purchaser 
ugreea to bring up the child iu a proper 
manner and nut immorally. The pro 
ouress then ships her property to America 
where the child ia soon forced to lesd a 
terrible life by threats and cruelty. Theie 
girls have a regular marketable value, a 
protty girl at the ago of tliiitoen years 
bringing from $2000 to SIIOOO in San 
Francisco. It is probablo that the two 
girls now in the gaol are - 

VALUKii rr ?2000 h.vcii. 
The stories of cruelty to theso unfortunate 
slaves are most revolting and have nut a 
parallel in the slave history of the coun- 
try. The "only hojje that they 
have is tho promise of their owner 
that when thoy have made a certain 
sum, the balance of their ciirnings 
will go toward redeeming themselvoH. This 
they can do whenever the original purchase 
money ia made good. It soems strange 
that English people who can boast of the 
freedom of the inhabitantu under the Brit- 
ish flag can tamely aubmit to this unholy 
traffic iu human boingH aud nut make a 
united effort to crush it. Every young 
girl owned by a procuress in Chinatown

and now that the matter has come before 
the public, it is time for action. It is all 
very well to send our miBsionarioB across 
the ocean, though a better field for the 
labors of a few at least, ia presented in oer 
midst. Let them establish a home or somo 
place where these unfortunate creatures can 
be cared for, and thebffioerB of. jnsUpe ^will 
no doubt attend to the rest. There is a 
way already known to tho police whereby 
every one of theso girls may bo taken out of 
Chinatown and rescued from siavory if thoy 
will act upon it without further delay.

Kelly would not accept them. Tho auth- 
orities of the company, however, sold them 
tho next day (or .Cir,ii. Mr. Kelly then 
entered action against tho company for 
$7,U00 damages for the loss he had sus- 
,'taiued through their alleged' negligence. 
The company answered that the storm had 
been tho cause of the misfortune; that Mr. 
Kelly's lo.ss was fully ooverodby iusurauee; 
and that they were willing to give up the 
X'MO they had derived from the sale of tho 
surviving cattle. The court held that the 
ship had done all iu its power to save tho 
cattle and they were not to blame if any 
hnd succtiuibed. The action should there- 
fore be dismissed, but tho C'MO should bo 
remitted to the plaintiff.
